vntothem z- conquered Candy , perſecuted Af- 
fike, agreatparce o: Europe, and Aſia, deſtroy 
ed 1:alie, burned the ſuburbes of Rome, and yer 
Pope Gregory the tourth without torce repelled 
them. In the time of Lather the Duke of Burbon 
beſieged Rome, but beeing excommunicate the 
ſarterday before his deſperate attempt, hce was 
miſerably flaine attheaflaulr, and died cenſu- 
red,as Foxereporteth ; and fince ſuch time ma- 
ny Proteſtants afhrme Papiſtrie entred in, that 
inuincible Scechath beene oppugned and reſiſted 
with all the mightand endcuours of the Kings, 
Princes, and ſupreame Regents of Germania,Ba- 
uaria, Perſia, Ceſarea, Saxonia, Friſia, Bulraria, 


Dalmatia, Slauonia, Morauia, Normandia,Dania, 


Vandalia, Polonia, Pruſſia, Hellandia, Zelandia, 
Hungaria,Pomerania, Noruerzia, Liflandia, Lithud- 
112, Maiorica, Granata,Grecia, Armenia, the eaſt 
and wealt Indies, Tapponia, and ſo many vaſte 
Nations in thoſe partes of the world , yet that 
little See of Rome,and the faith thereot hath ſub- 


_ dued them all, and the poore Moonkes, Freers, 


and religious Prieſts ſent from thence, and thar 
authority,haue miraculouſly overthrown them. 
That See was aſſaulted by 1vlian the Apoſtata

- _  euery one knoweth;; as howe their Emperour 
was miſerably put to death , and their emperi- 
all citty Conitantinople ſacked , and taken in the 
very fcCiuitie of Pentecoſt, and the holy ghoſt, 
concerning whole proceſhon they are in error, 
Tobn Alibrettus king of Nauarre contended with 
Pope 1ulinsthe ſecond, andthe twoo Henries of 
Burbon with S:xtus the fourth, but the kingdome 
of the firſt, vwas tzken away, and given to Ferds- 
nando of Arragon, and the two others were alſo 
depoſed, and depriucd. Thus I might write of 
other Kings and inferiour Princes,that haue en- 
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fifr,and Lodowicke the fourth,for their contention 
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countred yvith that See . And concerning Pro- 
teſtants, to omitre the more than miſerable liues 
and deathes of Luther , Oecolampadius, Caluine, 
Swinglius,Cranmer, and others of their Cleargy, 
and ipeake only of Princes. The firſt Proteſtant 
Duke of Saxony and-Lantgrane of Heſſe were dif- 

ficfled of their regiments , and commitred to 
priſon. 'The Prince of Condie in Fraunce,and the 
Admurall there , the one pittifully put to death, 
the other like Jeſabe!, caſt downe headlong, his 
legges broken, his body cutre in pecces, dravwne 
like a dog through the ſtreetes, and hanged vppe 
for a ſpectacle, at the place of common executt- 
on. For Flanders, the Prince of Orange miſera- 
bly Nlaine by a priuate man, and inthe time of 
his greateſt triumph and ioyes. For Scotland, 
James the baſtard dithonorably put to death, In 
Denmarke,C briffine their king depoſed of his ki 
dome,encloſed ina caue with yron barres, an 
conſumed to death. And leaſt any manne may 
fondly perſwade himſelfe , that the Kings and 
Rulers of Engiand have a Charter of immunitie 
from ſuch veCtigalles, and impoſitions, as God 
hath layed vpon thoſe Princes, 'I will recite all 
the Kings of our Nation, that preſently occurre 
to my memory,that haue oppoſed themlelues a- 
pain{t it,and whart etfeR their oppolition had. In 
the beginning, theſe Kings, Ethelbertus, Adel-

And thoſe three Kings 
whereof Saint Bede writeth, for their apoſtacie, 
beſides other manifold temporall puniſhments, 
were blotted ontof the Genealogie and Cata- 
logue of the _ of England, & ncuer remem- 
bred or numbred among them. Such was the 
wondertul deſolation of the diſobedient Brictith 
Kings, and their nation, for their diſobedience 
tothe Roman See, onely inthe paſchall obſer. 
uance , and manner of ſhauing the crovwnes of 
Prieſts, as Saint Bede doth witnefle, prophecied 
againſt them, by Saint Arguitine, and recorded 
by the ſame Saint Bede, Gelfridus, Guilielmns 
Malmesburienſis, Foxe , and others, that atone 
time elcucn thouſand of their Monks defending 
that repugnance,were ſlaine,by the Pagan ſoul- 
dicrs, their whole nativn diſtreſſed , and depri- 
uedofall regiment in their owne countrey, by 
their owne hired ſouldiers;their kings diſpoyled 
of principality to this day, and —_ ſubiects to 
them, wy 9e" Soueraignes they were. King Ed- 
wine before the conqueſt oppoſed him ſelfe to 
ſom iuridical proceedings of the Popes of Rome, 
and baniſhed Saint Dun$tane his Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, but he was depoſed, died miſerablie 
with infamy, and inhis life , his brother Edgar 
was choſen and crowned King. J.Uiam ſurna- 
med the Conqueror ſpoyled all the monaſteries 
of England of their golde and filuer, neither ſpa- 
ring Chalice,nor Shrine,and inhis laſt voiage in 
Freunce, burned our Ladies Church in Merx, &

two Anachorets, which were encloſed therein, 
but he encouraging his men to maintaine the 
tre, was ſodaincly ftricken with fickneſſe, his 
entralls were i{trangely broken,and he died vith 
miſery , and to himthat had beene ſogreata 
conquerour in his life , after his dezth a prmate 
—_ drawing his {worde , denied buriall, 
in his owne Country and Towne, Cane of Nov- 
mandy,and inthe very houſe himſclte had foun- 
ded, and in his life there was ſuch famine and 
dearth in Enelend, that men were enforced to 
eate horſes, cats, dogs, and that which nature 
abhorreth , the fleſh of men, ſuch outragious 
floudes and inundations deſtroyed the country, 
that not onely tovnes were oucrflowne, but the 
very high hills themſelues were ſurrounded, 
made ſoft, and conſumed. And after him, his 
next ſucceſſor and ſonne william called Rufus, 
afflicted the Churches and Monaſteries of Eng- 
land with grieuous oppreſiton, maketh a decree 
againſt ſome iuri{diQtion of Pope Yrbane in Eng- 
land , and exiled Saint Anſelme Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury,tor his defence thereof, but hee was 
not left vnpunithed; his naturall-brother Robere 
_ duke of N;rmandy, and others his neereſt kinſ- 
men and Nohulny, raiſed and maintained wars 
againſt him,the Welchmen inuaded and ſpoiled 
Gloceſter, Shrewsbury,and other parts of England, 
and tooke the Tle of Angleſey , and the very in- 
(enlible creatures rebelled againſt him, and cal- 
ledfor vengeance, the earth at Fynchamſteed in 
Barkſhire flowed forth with blood: the winde;in 


one tempeſt ouerthrewe fixe hundred and xe

Saint Peter in Auguſt , whoſe ſucceſſour Pope 
Prbanus hee had fo perſecuted before, hee was 
{laine by his ſeruant and friend fir Walter Tyrrell 
ſhooting ata Deere, and being wounded in the 
breaſt, tell downe dead,neuer ſpake worde,and 
his owne men and retinery preſently forſooke 


_ him, ſcarcely any remaining to. take care of his 


body, but it was layd ypon a Colliers cart, and 
ſo drarvne with one ſeely leane beaſt, from that 
place of the forreſt where he was {laine,to #in- 
chezter. Mention is made in the ſtatutes of the 
ſupremacie of king Henry the eight, King Ed- 
ward the fit, __ Queene Elizabeth , that title 
to be the auntient right of the Kings of England, 
and yet neuer any king or goucrnor before king 
Henry the eight chalenged any ſuch prerogatiue, 
except in the inueſture of Biſhoppes, as Edmerus 
ſcemeth to infinuate, of this king william Rufus, 
and his next ſucceſſor was enferced to reuoke, 
as the ſame Authour dooth witnes. Then that 
which was ſo ſtrangely puniſhed of God in the 
firſt challenger, and refuſed by his whole poſte- 
ritic, letothers Tudge, whether it was a right or 
a wrong. And his nextſucceſſour and brother 
K. Henry the firſt, ſo long as he perſeuered 1 his

tue, & the naturall gratitude you owe toſo ma- 
ny 
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ny deſcents of your noblepredeceſlors, benefa- 


Rors and moſt zealous profeflours of the religi- 
on I defend, will both-conquer your wittes,and 
mooue your willes. As I haue prooued of the 
' Kings of England inall former times, thoſe-that 
were ourgreateſt friends, ſtill enioy thegreateſt 
honor, both in heauen and earth,thoſe thatfrin- 
ded vs leaſt ,haue the leaſt intereſt therein z* and 
thoſe which were our enemies, heauen & earth 
arc ſtill at enmitie and variafice with them, fo it 
* was With your predeceflours in that place, and 
the aunceſtors of our whole nobilitie ; the ex- 
amples are too many te be cited, if any man Ue- 
fireth the view, he may haue it inthe catalogue 
of our yafortunate Nobles : and for Proteſtant 
councellors, let him call ro minde,what an A- 
pent Themas Lord Cromwell was in theſe affaires, 
ow he was aduaunced thereby, what fpirituall 
lands,yea offices hee hadde, what fauour with 
Prince, hove potent ouer ſubietts ; yet by that 
law which he fad rouided for others, himſelfe 
was firſt that was thereby condemned, not ad- 
mitted to the preſence of his Prince. What was 
the tragicall and mournfull enterlade of the two 
Proteſtant Protefors of king Edward the (xt, 
the chiefe pillers and firſt originalles of Engliſh 
Proteſtancie , the Dukes of Somerſet and Nor- 


thumberland,ſo baſely diſgraced & put to death? : 


Who inthe time of her Maicftic that is, fo vio- 
lent an enemy againſt ys as Robert earle of Leice- 
Fer, yet the profe(sors of that faith doe line,and 
he at the very time when hee hadde deſigned the 
moſt bloudy perſecution againſt vs, miſerably 
dicd, terrified with monſtrous wifions of diuels, 
e iii and 
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and nov his name is not aliue . Sir Francs Jul 
ſintham lus Ccere friend, was the malt cruel] ad- 
ucrſarie, for his degree , which this time hath 
maintained againſt vs; yet his miſerable death, 
his deſpairinz wordes, Lay me aſide, and let me be 
forgotten, the illuſions hee had at the ſame time, 
and the filthy ſinke and corruption of his body, 


- wanting all tunerall pompe,baſcly buried in the 


nizhc, will be an eternall infamy againſt him. I 
coulde calily exemplifie in others , both of the 
peaceable and martiall condition; but I will 
Not be offenſive to any of their fanulies; theſe 


Which T have recounted haue left few hcires,ci- 


ther of honour, or their names behinde them, 
Wheretore, moſt honourable Patrons, and you 
the rcſt of the wiſe and noble gentry of England , 
Honors the creſt of your endowments, Glorie 
15 that you defire, true honor and glory are one- 
ly, or chiefly belonging to that honorable ſtate 

which1I defend: this olory is trucly in him that 
1s religious , hee 15 honoured heere of God by 
grace, and in heauen by glory : other honors be 
rather ;n men that honour, than in them that be 
honoured. And yetif your immorrall appetites 
muſt needes poſlefle theſe mortall honors, there 
isnone you now enioy , none you can delire, 

which cuer any of our Nation had,but was de- 
riued from thegifts, donations, and bounties of 
our Catholike Popes,and Princes,to your aun- 
ceſtors and predecefjors,and fo to you by inhe- 
ritance from the one , and {ucceſsion from the 
other. It was neuer hitherto accompted diſho- 
nourable to any, to be profeſſor of that religion, 

which made him glorious. There haue beene 

many 
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many renowned families in England, which 
haue brought foorth many glorious men : 2nd 
yet they which were moſt religious in ourpro- 
feflion,alvwayes were, and cuer will be the chic- 
feſt honour of their honſes. Saint Gnthlach the 
oore Eremite of Crowland was ſonne to the 
noble Penwalde , of the linage of king Iithelred, 
and yet farre more honourable for his religion 
than natiuitie, and novve chiefly honoured for 
that cauſe . So S. Suitbert ſonne of the Earle of 
Nottingham, and his Lady Berta, whome Saxo- 
nie honoureth for the Apoſtle of that nation. So 
S. Thomas Biſhop of Hereford , Chauncellourto 
_ King Henry the third, lonne of the noble Cantilu- 
pur and Millicent Counteſle of Yorke, and Saint 
Ceadda councellor to King Alchfride,Saint Dun- 
fane,and other religious councellors to our ca- 
tholike Princes, before named, are nowein all 
Hiſtories and memories more honorable , than 
any of that place,that were not of their profeſsi- 
on. The only order of S.Benedi&t,fo renowned 
in our Nation, hath had about twenty Kings 
and Emperours , aboue an hundred great Prin- 
ces,many Popes, ſixtcene hundred archhithops, 
foure thouſand biſhops, fifteen thouſand famous 
men, and fifteene x Foe and fhxe hundred 


molt honourable canonized Saintes. And ſuch* 


was the continuing and nener fading honour 
that our religion gaue, that our Kings, Queens, 
and greateſt Princes thought it more honorable 
tobee religious, than to ſeeke honour intem- 
porall regiments , Tt will beno eaſfie thing for 
any Proteſtant to ſingle foorth one auntient fa- 
mily of Enzland, of vehich there haue not beene 
many 
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many Biſhops, Abbots, or religious rulers in our 
Countrey , and yet thoſe by all Recordes and 
Monnments are, and euer will be more renow- 
ned, thanthe others of their deſcent. And to 
exemplific theſe names and houſes following,ei« 
ther ſti[| novy are, or heretofore haue bene great 
ia England; Baldwine, Hubert, Kylwarby, Peccam, 
Stratford ,Offord, Braidwarden, Iſlepe, Langton, 
Witleſey,Sudbery, Courtney, Arundell, C bichelſey, 
Barchier, Morton,and yet thoſe Archbiſhoppes of 
Canterbury which vere of theſe names and fa. 
miltes; when they lined, vere the moſt honora- 
ble of their linage, their place of dignitie higheſt 
2mong ſubie&s, and next vato our Kings, and 
nov {0 lang after their deaths, they are more ho 
noured and remembred with glory, than any of 
their lines. T hus I might alleadgeot other pcr- 
ſons and places. And it is written ugh li 
that noble Saint Sitbert,that the chiſrenof the 


ercateſt Princes and Nobles of England were 


Prieſtes and Biſhops. But, moſt Honourable,as 
by name,place,ofhice,and calling you are chiete 
Councellors to our Prince, Comites, enen com- 
panions to Kings, Barones, Milites, the bulwarke 
and patrons of ourountrey , whoſe principall 


pillers and memovers, vnder our Qucene, you 


are, {0 your honor and glory conſiſteth much in 
defence thereof. And ir might ſeeme more then 
a blemiſhin you to be defenders of that which is 


off:nfiue to that kingdome, and common ſtare, ' 


wherein you are aduanced to Regiment, Then 
ſecing this matter muſt bee difpured” berweene 
Proteſtants and vs : ſo many hundred yeares 


of rhe flouriſhing eſtate of this Nation yndet 


Our 
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our Religion , in the dayes almoſt of two hun- 
dreed Kinys, when no other. Religion was 
knowne among vs, will pleade for our preemi- 
nence: or if we muſt an diſcend to particu= 
lars, although my condition is not to entrouble 
my ſelfe with politicke affaires,further then they 
are ſubordinate, and belone1ny to that highfa- 
culty of druinitic , whereot1 may be (uppaſed a 
ſtadentz yet if it may bee lawiul 

notice of that, which the lavy of Cod, the law of 
nature,and the lawes of al nations, and theword 
Reſpublica it felfe teacheth to euery man, thatit 
fignifieth a publike,and not a prinare wealth, be= 
ng a congreyation of many, and not one partt= 

cular perſon to be ruled, maintained, defended, 

and preſerued , and not be deſtroyed : and if ei- 


. therthe teſtimony of Catholikes, or Proteſtants 
® in their 


ne cauſe may be admitted, and rriall 
may be made by the opini6s which be detended 
on either part, or by the cffe&ts which haue pro- 
ceeded from thence, this queſtion will be ſoone 
atend,and your honours will be double honou- 
red tobe Patrons of that Religion , whereof 1 
proteſie defence. And to beginne with him,that 
was the firſt beoinner of this innouation, the ho- 
ly polliticke and peaceable propoſitions of Mer- 
tine Luther ate theſe. Their ( Proteſtants ) hands 
muſt bee embrued in blood, it is the nature of the gſ-

hope of remedy, wntill all humane lawes be taken @- * 


way. Which poſitions vrterly deſtroy allgouern- 
ments, and common weal:hs , yerfuch was not 
only the dofrine of Luther , whichexerciſed in 
act ro his power,what he taught in word,as not 
onely all hiſtories, bur the ruines of Germany are 
witnefle to this day : but 1t was both the word 
and yvorke of Caluine, Bea, Othomanus , Spipha- 
nius, and others in Suitzerland , and Frawnce, 
which taking all authorite from Kings,and mas» 
eiſtrates, decreed in their conuenticles,not on- 
Iy that all ancient and noble families, but ciuill 
gouernment, lawfull pollicie, and juriſdiction 
mult be taken away, and kept a councell to de- 


{troy the King of Fraunce, his wife the Queene, , 


his children, Queene mother, and all good ma» 
eiſtrates in that Kingdome , and nat content 
with this, the baſ-ſt pcople (as a Taylor and 
Cobler at Franckeforde) inſtituted ner Courts, 
new Senators,and other officers of the meaneſt 
conditioned men,expelling and putring to death 


all ancient rulers, Wherevpon enſued ſo many 


outrages,and deſolations inthoſe countries, the 
intollerable ſcditions,rebellions,diſobediences, 
and violence, in dzpofing and expelling lawfull 


_ Princes, abrogating lavwes, ſpoyling Innocents, 


and other enormous crimes, againſt a common 
wealth, which haue bin praQized by the Prote- 
ſtants of Denmarke ,Sweueland, Scotland & Flaun- 
ders,are ſo famous, they neede no recitall. And 
leſt Engliſh Proteſtits, which ſo much in words, 
and little in deedes, contend for a Common 
| , 


{ 
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wealth /ſhould be exempred from thisgenerall 
ropolitionz who in England was ſo famous 2 


'Proceftant inthe beginning,as Tindal theirgreat 


apoſtle;zand who in the time of our Q. Elizabeth, 
ſogreat a writer and monumenter, as Foxe, and 
whoſe workes more generally applauded, then 
his as and monuments; and yet Tindall taught 
and Fexedefendeth in his publikely allowed and 
approued bookes, theſe propolitions following, 
It 1s vnpoſſivle for v5, to conſent to the will of God,the 
law requireth wnpoſſible things , the law maketh to 
bate God,enery man & Lord of other mens goods 5 the 
childremof faith are vnder n#e law? What common 
wealth can be, where theſe doctrines are publi- 
ſhed and propoſed to be true? Did not their Pro 
teſtants write a booke againſt the temporall re= 
giment of women, intituled, Contra monſtroſum 
rezimen mulierum , againſt the monſtrous regi- 
ment of women? W hat monſtrous doQrine,and 
peſtiferous were this novv in our nation? What 
Common wealth men were thoſe, which were 
the greateſt and chiefeſt promulyers of this Pro- 
teltancy in England? The Lord Thomas Cromwell 
fo exalted by King Henry the eight, John duke of 
Northumberland, tather to the late Earle of Lece-= 


fter, Cranmer and others, I referre to their deaths 


for treaſon againſt their Princes, Who are chic- 


feſt aQors in affaires of a Common wealth in 


England , but thepriuy councell of our Souce 
raignes, and yet howe farre ynlike Common- 
wealth men did the councell of King Henry the 
eight (onely the Lord Chauncellor wriotheſly 
excepted)behaue themſelues,preſently violating 
their King and maſters laſt will , inyhich they 
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vvere alſo conſtituted executors? Would not the 
Proteſtant councell of King Edward the {ixt haue 
dilinherited her Maieſtic that is, and Queene 
Mary? The Proteſtants of England teſtihe that 
the Puritanes platforme tendeth to the' ouer- 
throw of the —_ ſtatc,and gouernment of the 
common wealth ; the Puritanes afhrme as much 
of their doctrine.l will paſle ouer ſo many Pro- 


teſtant poſitions, which as they be al negatiue, 


denying Religion and duty to God, {o in things 
concerning temporall gouernment ,. ſubiect ro 
Religion, they muſt needs be repugnant to ciuill 
regiment, I will onely craue leaue to exemplific 
inthree or toure queſtions, 1t is a comman opi- 
nion with this people, that the lawes of ,magj- 
{krates do not binde in conſcience, and ſecret, 
but onely in publike and open ſhew, for auoy- 
ding ſcandall. What treaſon and treacherie may 
not priuately be plotted, practiſed,and put in ex- 
ecurion by this doctrine? What Realme can be 


ſecure, what Kingdome is not in hazarde to bee 


ouerthrowne , where euery rebellious vaſlall 
ſhall bee made a iudge of his Princes lawes? 
What other thing doth their approued doctrine 


of (ole taith portend to the wo:ld , bur a deſola- 
tion of all order, obedience, and regiment? Ita 


man is onely juſtified by faith,he cannot be vn- 
iuſtified and condemned, but for wanting faith, 
and fo treaſon,felony, murther, rapine,periuric, 
and all offences againſt a common wealth, cuen 
totake away the crowne and ſcepter of a prince, 
may ſecurely beputin ation, as not deſtroying 
the vertue of faich,and ſonot able to condemne

ued,and now in force, from which opinion,and 
the doctrine ofremarrying,tor the incontinency 
of the firſt husband ,, or wife , what deuorce- 
ments , difſentions, remarryings, breaches of 
wedlocks,falſe accuſations,tran{lations,and la- 
mentable- decayes of ancient and honourable 
houſes by adulteries, and moſt wicked ſuppoli- 
tions of vnlavfully begotten children, haue en- . 
ſued? And becauſe I haue ſpoken of marriage; I p — 
with the indifferent Reader to con(ider,whether res how muck 
the marriages of Prieſts and miniſters conſiſt againſt a com- 
with a common wealth or-no : let him but looke mon-wealth, - 
nto this one article,and he:ſhall percciue, that 
even by the nature of the thing it ſelfe , ſo many 
wants, miſeries, diſtrefles, and hungers as haue 
deene ſince, in this kingdome, and other flouds 
of daungers to a ciuill regiment , haue flowed 
from that fountaine.

rikes, Deaneries, Archdeanertes, Prebendaries, 
pety Canonries , and almoſt as many Chappels 
more, many ofthem having their particular mi- 
niſters, and diuerſe ticker Protcſtanc parſons 
their ſubcurates: and among all theſe it 15a di[. 
honour at this day, for a man to be ynmarried. 
Then to make ſome conieRture in this caſe, be- 
cauſe a certainety can not be ſurueyed , lette yy 
compare this new married broode ſogiuen to 
generation,to the ficit inhabitants of countries, 
which of a farre fewer number, inprocelſle of 
time haue growen to ſogreatand populous Na 
tions ; and becaule the encreaſe of the people of 
Iſrael in Xgypt is moſt exattly aboue all others 
remembred , and regiſtred in holy Scriptures, 
Which theſe meareceiue, I will take an exam- 
ple from them, and yetto the Proteſtant ad 
uantage ; for the Iſraelites in Agypt were per- 
ſecuted, and their children put to death , when 
contrarivvile the generation of Miniſters 1n Eng- 
land hath flourithed, and beene defended. The 
number of the Iſraelites, men,women,and chil- 
dren, entring into Agypt, were onely 70. at's 
written in Geneſis, or 75. as it is expounded 
of ſaint Stephen : if the firſt ſuruey of Engliſh pa- 
rithes , and miniſters is admitted, although we 
alow many of them to haue liued, and vamarri- 
ed, yet numbring their wiues, which by chatti- 
tie in catholike times alſo were ynmarried it 
is probable, that for euery maried 1ſraelite,there 
were more than ryo thouſand married mini- 
ſers: for the grand-children of Jacob were wy 
| maitrie 
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married at that time : and if wee admit theleaft 
ſuruey of thirteene thouſand, fifteene thouſand, 
or fixteene thouſand pariſhes, yerfor cucry mar- 
ried Iſraclite,there was a thouſand married mi- 
nilters. Within the ſpace of foure hundred 
yeeres, the number of Iſraclites,trom the age of 
one and twenty yeeres vpward , belides many 
more thouſands of women, children,and young 
people, and the whole tribe of Leuz , one of the 
ewelue which was not nvibred in this account, 
the number of ſuch men amounted vnto {ix hun 
dred thouſands, three thouſands, fue hundred, 
and fiftie. Now let my Proteſtant Arithmetiti- 
ans make a calculation of the Miniſters of- 
ſpring; if wee take my leaſt account, -if their 
religion ſhould laſt foure hundred yeeres,which 
1s butſo long as the true Church of Iſraelites li- 
ued almoſt pi|grims or c: ptiues: yeta true Reli- 
v10n muſt be Ach that it carry no deſtruttion to 
commonwealths, though it laſt for cuer , as the 
worthip of Chriſt was inſtituted to doe then by 


my meaneſt reckoning, the number of men cn- ow 


creaſed in that time,wil be 603550000, fix hun- 
dred thouſands of thouſands , three thouſand 
thouſands, five hundred thouſands, and fiftic 
thouſands, whichis a greater number to bee ad- 
dedinour nation, then many Englands are able 
to maintaine,though we neither reckon woman 
nor clulde , What then will the apparell and 6+ 
ther expences of this generation be to a little 
country? yet Thaue not covited how many fince 
Proteſtant Religion, haue multiplicd in this or- 
hich before lived in monaſteries and reli- 


p'ouſhouſcs, in chaſte and ſinglelife , by com- 
i mon 


Numer.cap,t- 
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mon iudgement, lictle , or not inferiour to the 
former multitude ; which as ir doubleth, the 
number of people encreaſed, fo it doubleth the 
miſcries and perplexities of this kingdome. Such 
chargeable, bloody, and continued warres as 
Eng1a:d in this time hath had in Fraunce, Flaun- 
ders,and otherplaces, both at ſea and land , arc 
neither caſe, nor ſecure to be maintained : And 
to ordaine or permitte multiplication of men to 
ſuchendes, to vtter them by ſlaughter, is who- 
ly Turkiſh, and more like ro Canaballs, than to 
Chriſtians. And yet,if they had not beene, to 
preuent ſo many marriages , and kill ſo many 
thouſands of men , how could this nation haue 
prouided for ſo many? or hovy wil it deale here- 
after, whenthe preſent inbabitants haue taſted 
ſo many wants? Lette vs make an other triall, 
what domage the taking away, or negle@t offa- 
ſting and abſtinence in this religion hath broght 
to our common Wealth . In Catholicke times, 
beſides ſo many dayes of abſtinence , whereby 
many thouſands of fiſhers were maintained,and 
much cattell and fleſh preſerued , there were 
obſcrued aboue an hundred faſting daycs, with 
onely one meale in the E1y, if wee account the 
ſcucrall dyes of Lent, Fridayes, Ember dayes, 
Vigils, and euens of Saints, that were foſteczthe 
number of the caters then were fewer by much, 
aS is reckoned by miniſters marriages, the diet 
was not ſo dclitious, as Proteſtancie teachethz 
then let vsgiue all aduantage to Proteſtants in 
this commiſſion of enquirie , and ſuppoſe con» 
trary toall iudgements,that there be but twelue 


thouſand pariſhes in England :let vs __ 


- Inexpences ; lette vs ſuppole, that in 


þ4 
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there be onely in cucry pariſhone with another, 
but an hundred perſons, menne and women, 
which were wontto faſt, though thisnumber 
is much tgo little : let vs further imagine, thac 
the expences of euery ones ſupper would onelie 
be the value of one penny, which is no deare or= 
dinarie ; yet by this fauourable reckoning,eue- 
ry perſon in theſe hundred dayes, ſpareth one 
hundred pence, which is tenne —_— , aid 
the hidred perſons of euery pariſh one hundred 
times ten ſhillings, which is fiftie pounds;which 
together amounteth yeerely to fixe hundred 
thouſands of poundes, beſides the conſumpti- 
on of ſo much viRualles , originall of ſo man 
wants : and yet it hath beene credibly reported, 
that of late yeeres vppon generall myſters in 
Ensland, the muſter bookes haue amounted yn= 
tothirtie hundred thouſands of able men, to 
Which if wee adde ſo many women, making the 
number of threeſcore hundred thouſands , the 
ſumme will be fue times ſo much, that is, thirty 
hundred thouſand poundes by the yeere,and to 
make a better eſteeme of the Miniſters progeny 

o-many 
yeeres,they haue only amounted ynto one hun- 
dred thouſand of people; and that cuery perſon 
of that increaſed tribe,ſpendeth but three pence 
in the day, peny halfepeny a meale; and to help 
this reckoning, let es their apparell, and 
all other coſts for nothing , which is no vnequal 
dealing,yer their expences in the yeare do make 
547500. fine hundred thouſlands,ſeuen and for- 
ty thouſands, and fiue hundreds of poundes; 
which is more than any _—_ king of Ego

royall army, and wil —_— more and grea- 
ter wars, than euer her Maieſtie had, and ſpare 
ſo many taxes, raiſed vppon better ſuþiects:thus 
I could excmplifie in other Proteſtant excelles; 
But to vrge many of theſe doctrines, woulde bee 
too tedious, therefore T will pafle them oucr. 
How their other actuall ogy haue beene 
conformable to their words and teachings, hath 
beene ſomewhat declared before, and I may re- 
mit the Reader to the ſecond parte of my Keſv- 
lution in many chapters, where I have prooued 
cuen by the Proteltants owne confcſlions, and 
teſtimonies, that their behauiour, and difobe- 
dience in commonwealths is worſe, then amog 
Jewes, Turkes, Pagans, or any Infidelles, and 
whoſocuer at this time enterecth into view of the 
manners of all conditions of Proteſtants , both 
of this and other nations, can not callitinque. 
{tion, neither can it be imagined hovy amend- 
ment can be had, cAcepta retormation of the 0- 


Tiginall of theſe abuſes , Proteſtant diſobedient 


doctrine be made, forlike cauſes muſt haue Jike 
cttccs. 

Now let vs examine whether ſuch diſobedi- 
ence in doctrine, or difloyaltie of behauiour to 
commonwealths can be noted in Catholike re- 
ligion 3 doe wenot teach all ducty vnto Prin- 
ces and ſuperiours*what office,cither of Prince, 
or inferiour Magiſtrate, what cſtate, or conditi-

For other Clergic men, England 
Catholike had atthe leaſt , if wee will conie- 
ure by F:x his computation, aboue a hundred 
thouſand more, than England Proteſtant is able 
to ſhew. If they ſpeak offinods,our finods were 
reater in number of men, tenne to one, in num- 
"gi ofafſemblies , two hundred to one. If they 
ſpeake of Parliaments and Lawes decreed there, 
the exceſſe is more , in both reſpeRes. If they: 
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vrge Scriptures , and wue ſence of themby de- 
ducion, by reſorting to the originall tongues, 
the Hebrew inthe olde, and Greeke inthe neyy 
Teſtament, comparing of places , and examis= 
ning circumſtances , which be their owne rules 
of expolition, and the ground of their protefli- 
on, or howſocuer the compariſon is made, the 
victory is ours.

gion is pleaſant, and by profeſsing it, they liue 
in honours and delights , which haue enticed, 
not onely many Catholickes to followe Prote- 
ſtancie, but Proteſtants to be Mahumetanes, 
or of no Religion. That by ignoraunce wee 

ſhoulde be ſeduced, ſuch ſentence cannot pro- 
ccede but from ignoraunce, or malice. Wee 
have all authoritics , times, 2nd places for our 
defence : ourenemies hauc none at all, we were 
borne in the ſame Countrey of England, bred
